Dean Gilkon 
Addresses 
Hillel Group

Although our universities have 
made great strides iii the human- 
ities and social sciences one inte- 
grating clement has been omitted. 
That clement is often grouped un- 
der the heading of spiritual. This 
was the opinion Dean A. H. S. Gill- 
son expressed at a luncheon meet- 
ing held at Hillel House yesterday. 

Prefacing his remarks with the 
reading of a letter from a profes- 
sor in a O.P. camp in Europe, he 
pointed out to the students thai any 
education which failed to bring to 
the attention to the student prob- 
lems atr home, at broad, and in 
fact encompassing the entire plan- 
et, was inadequate. 

Dr. Gillson then discussed the 
American report which indicated 
that the number of students in 
American Universities would soon 
be doubled. This he maintained 
was fine. The world was in great 
need of trained technicians and 
McGill's bigest effort was also in 
this direction but there has been 
a relative, lack of emphasis on the 
humanities. Men have been trained 
with en objective approach in their 
own field, but we "need an ob- 
jective approach to human pro- 
blems. 

Professor Gillson stated. "My idea 
(is that) one of the most «nphatic 
thing, physical sciences must not 
be diminished In any way, but 
there must be equal or greater 
strides .in tho humanities and 
social sciences." 

How to leach the "spiritual" ele- 
ment is a 'problem for which he of- 
fered no solution, although he 
pointed that it was ingrained '.n the 
university syllabus under the gen- 
eral head of "Religion." Dean Gill- 
son continued, "It is more deep- 
seated and elusive." A.s for the 
teaching of it he said, "How to do 
it, I do not know . . . but clubs and 
meetings of this character arc do- 
ing 0 grand job of providing this 
deep-seated clement."

Wed Veterans 
To Receive 
Pay Increase 

An. Increase in government 
grants to married veteran students 

was announced by the Federal 
Government in the House of Com- 
mons Monday. Coupled with the 
basic increase was a larger allow 
ancc for children of the student 
vets. 

The • increases In monthly allow' 
ances for married student veterans 
will be retroactive to January 1, 
said Vets' Minister Gregg to a 
press conference held Immediately 
afterwards, although the change 
may not be reflected .in cheques 
before April. 

Tho grant Is Increased from $80 
to $90, plus $18 for the first child 
Instead of $12, and $2 more than 
present rates for second and third 
children; thus non-parents gain 
$10, parents of one $16, of two $18 
and of three $20. 

On behalf of the McGill Student 
Veterans .Society, Wyndy Strover, 
president, telegraphed Minister 
Greeg Monday night, congratulat- 
ing him on his constructive policy 
In line with last months interview 
with National Council representa- 
tives; but stressing the continuing 
needs of single veterans. In his 
telegram Strover pointed out to 
the minister that single student 
vets arc now at a disadvantage 
compared to married non-parents 
with wives earning substantial 
salaries. - 



Proposed Procedure 
Ofi iSociety Meetings 



The following arc the proposed! 
rules of procedure for Students' 
Society meetings. The extracts arc 
from Cushing's Manual with para- 
graph references. Note proposed 
amendment to Article^ IX, 

1. The speaker should, on rising 
to address the chair, state his name 
(l.'ib, 4(1, 203). 

2. Principal motions must be 
in writing 154). 

3. A motion may be withdrawn 
with .the tacit, consent ,of. the So- 
ciety. After a motion has been 
amended or any minor decision 
has been made thereon it cannot 
be withdrawn or modified by the 
mover without leave of the majority 
by a motion, seconded and voted 
on (56a, 92, 93), 

4. The motion used to suppress 
debate on a main question is the 
previous question. Its form is 

Shall the main question be now 
put?" If decided in the negative the 
debate may continue (60, 170, 174, 
220). 

5. A complicated motion may be 
divided into independent parts by 
an amendment to be voted on 
separately (70-83). An amendment 
can add certain words, strike out 
certain words, or both. Every such 
amendment is itself susceptible of 
amendment but there can .be no 
amendment of a sub-amendment 
(06). 

Whenever an amendment is 
agreed to it cannot afterwards be 
altered and if an amendment is 
rejected It cannot afterwards be 
moved again (08, 100). It is allow- 
able to amend a° proposition in such 
a manner to entiriely alter its 
nature (129). 

6. The Society may reconsider a 
vote already passed whether affirm- 
atively or negatively by a motion 
to reconsider. If this motion pre- 
vails the matter stands before the 
Society in the same state as It was 
before it was voted on (2S5, 256). 

7. In regard to the precedence of 
motions: 

When a proposition is before the 

. 2 : 



Society no other motion can • be 
made and be first acted upon un- 
less it be cither, first: A privileged 
question; secondly: A subsidiary 
question; or thirdly; an accidental 
question or motion (130). 

1. Privileged f)ucstinns are fir.";!, 
motions to adjourn; secondly, 
motions relating to questions of pri- 
vilege; and thirdly, motions for the 
orders of the day (136). The motion 
to adjourn takes the place of all 
other questions whatsoever. It Is 
only subject to debate and amend- 
ment if it is for a specified time 
or when there is no other business 
before the Society (137-1.18). Ques- 
tions of privilege arc tho.^e which 
concern the rights and privileges 
of the assembly, or of its individual 
members; as, for example, when 
there Is a disturbance or quarrel 
(141). The motion to proceed to 
orders of tho day is that proposing 
the cinsldcration of the subject 
previously assigned for discussion 
on that day. To entitle it to pre- 
cedence it must be for the orders 
generally and not for any particu- 
lar one, ' the order being that in 
which they stand (142-140). 

2. Subsidiary questions are sec- 
ondary motions which relate to a 
principal motion and have the ef- 
fect of disposing of it in different 
ways. Those include the following, 
namely: To lay on the table, (he 
previous question, postponement, 
commitment and^ amendment (60, 
166-187. page 212). 

Incidental questions arc such as 
arises out of other questions, and 
are consequently to be decided be- 
fore the questions which give rise 
to them. Of this nature are, first, 
questions or order; second, motions 
for the reading of papers; third 
leave to withdraw a motion: fourth, 
suspension of a rule; and fifth, 
amendment of an amendment (ISO- 
165). A question of order Is decided 
in the first instance by the pre- 
siding officer without any previous 
discussions by the Society. But a 
.member may appeal from the de- 
cision of the chair and have the

Combat Editor 
To Address 
McGill L.P.P. 

This Thursday at S o'clock in the 

Grill Room of the Union, Pierre 
Gclinas, editor-in-chief of the re- 
cently banned Combat will- address 
an open - meeting of the McGlII 
L.P.P. Club and will describe to 
the meeting what is "back of the 
raids and what is really behind 
Premier Dtiple^.sls' first use of the 
Padlock Law since 1939." 

Mr. Gclinas is a young journal- 
ist whose writings have won him 
acclaim in literary as well as 
newspaper circles in this province. 
He worked for some years for the 
now defunct Le Jour, later moved 
on to an editorial post with the 
CBC overseas. Pierre Gclinas, 
along with a handful of other pro- 
gressive writers, in Nov,, 1046, de- 
cided that a fighting paper was 
needed to serve as an outlet of 
labor in Quebec. Combat was 
founded and Gelinas became its 
editor. 

Since its inception Combat has 
taken a sharp stand against the 
policies of the Duplcssis regime. It 
has upheld the right of workers to 
a decent wage even when It means 
striking against a large trust. It 
has boldly crusaded for adequate 
social legislation for housing pro- 
gram, for real heolth insurance, for 
lncren.scd pension.*!, and for the bet- 
ter minimum wages and labor leg- 
islation. 

Speaking on the same platform 
with Gelinas will be Fronk Arnold, 
who, as news editor of The McGill 
Daily, helped light a fire on the 
campus against Duplessts' first use 
of the Padlock Law In 1938. At that 
time The Daily editorially pointed 
out that the Padlock Law was dic- 
tatorial and gave over to one man 
the right to surpress any news- 
paper or political party with which 
he disagreed. The campaign on the 
campus played a big part in giving 
national prominence, to Duplcssis' 
actions and was one factor in the 
abandonment of the use of the law 
until today.

This is, in a sense, a 
drastic move. Ami il sluadd attract a maximum 
of participation at tonight's meeting; student 
opinion must c.\crt itself on this point. For no 
fee increase will be generally ace|)tnblc unless 
it is subjected to a full attendance at tonight's 
meeting. 

Another important point, to be considered 
this evening is tiiat of representation of the 
.'Students' iOxecutive Council. Tliis point, too, 
should attract ina.\iimiin interest and ronsidcra- 
tion. 

Some of the decisions made at the last meet- 
ing of the Students' Society, which have been 
ratified by Tlic Senate of the University, demon- 
strate the effectiveness of a maximum i)artieipa- 
tion at these meetings.

Hut at the same time, wc must ensure that 
tills evening's meeting receives maximum sup- 
port, beyond the necessary quorum. For com- 
plete student opinion upon tlin problem of in- 
creased fees and student representation is in- 
finitely desirable.— A.T.

For some months now, Ihe Mc- 



Gill LPP Club .nas sponsored the 
weekly talc of the Canadian Tri- 
bune, a national labor newspaper, 
ai the McGill Union. During the 
month of January, an average of 
some 100 interested students were 
obtaining the paper weekly by this 
means. ' .... , 

At the end of January Bob Gill. 
President of the Union, informed 
Gil nosenbcrc secretary of the 
L.P.P. club that the Union House 
Committee had decided to ban 
further sale of the paper as auth- 
orization for such sale had not been 
given. Initially. A letter was then 
forwarded by myself and lo Mr. 
Gill askiiiR him to authorize the 
sale of The Tribune to interested 
students within the Union for two 
one hour periods each week. It 
should be mentioned that after hav- 
ing sent this leMer a talk with a 
member- of the tJnion House Com- 
mittee revealed that contrary to 
Mr. CHI's original statement no 
meeting of the House Committee 
had taken place on this subject. 

When the House Committee fin- 
ally met to consider the request 
fot niithurizalion it was decided by 
a two to one vole, that Ihe ban on 
Tribune sales be Upheld. A tele- 
phone conversation with Mr. Gill 
confirmed that this applied lo any 
form of public sale of the Canadian 
Tribune within The Union includ- 
ing the Tuck Shop, personal sales 
in the Grillroom or reading room 
or selling up a table for two hours 
a week in the lobby. 

The question involved here Is a 
fundamental one of freedom of the 
press. While the metropolitan press 
is sold in the Tuck Shop, available 



on boards in the reading room etc. 
The Tribune which is read by a 
large number ot students cannot be 
obtained -on the campus by means 
other than ,those which have been 
banned by the Union House Com- 
mittee. Since tn« ban is fundament- 
ally utijust and •iiscrimlnatory, il is 
our Intention to appeal for its re- 
vocation to the Students Executive 
Council. I am si.ie that in so doinp 
we will have the support of a large 
number of fair minded students.

Capitalism and the Catholic Church

At the RTave and serious risk of cau.sinR .vome 
appearance of disunity amonR Catholics, I must pro- 
tf.ît certain of the statements in J. Choqucttc's arti- 
cle on the Catholic Social Order. "The church is not 
the Judge of what is the proper economic system." 
These words represent a serious liberallstlc error In 
themselves, which Mr. Choqiietle admits later in 
his article the Church hns condemned, as a philoso- 
phy. The church Is a judge of what is the proper 
economic system. For, on what other grounds, then, 
can the Pope say, "Communism Is intrinsically 
wrong, and no one who would save Christian civili- 
zation may collaborate with it in any undertaking 
whatsoever"? The Church does not concern itself 
with the techniques of a socio-economic system but 
it does, and rightly so, concern Itself with the guid- 
ing principles of a social system. Further, the 
Church has a right ot authority over the political or 
the temporal itself, not because of political things, 
but because of the spiritual principle involved. 

The Popes, from Pius IX to Pius XII, have con- 
demned free enterprise capitalism and the spirit of 
capitalism from whence springs all its evil results. 
It is because of the Pope's concern with the spiritual, 
and his authority over the temporal in the name of 
the spiritual, that Catholics must listen when he 
says "Nowadays the conditions of social and econo- 
mic life arc fuch that vast multitudes ot men can 
only with great difficulty pay attention to that one 



thing necessary, their eternal salvation." Later Pius 
XI says, "Free competition, however, though within 
certain limits just and productive ot good results, 
cannot be the ruling principle of the modern world." 
This was written in 1933 and confirmed later in 1937 
in the Encyclical against Atheistic Communism. 

Much of what Mr. Choquctte says is excellent as 
a portrait of the corporate slate. The sections of the 
essay dealing with remedial measures to cure our 
sick society are also admirable. As a general con- 
sideration, however, when one considers the rela- 
tions of the Catholic Church with a political or eco- 
nomic system one must distinguish between the 
Body and the Soul ot the Church. It would be dif- 
ficult to deny that the Jesuit order favors capitalism 
and capitalistic institutions; however, certain orders, 
certain Catholic politicians, certain Cardinals are 
not the Church. "The relations between the Catho- 
lic religion and capitalism must not be confused 
with the relations between capitalism and the Catho- 
lic Church as an organization." So writes A. Fan- 
fanl in his "Catholicism, Protestantism, and Capital- 
ism". 

In certain are.is ot the world, notably Spain, the 
Catholic episcopacy docs favor capitalism and it 
would be nonsense lo deny this. But these bishops 
go against- the unmistakable intent ot the Encycli- 
cals. However, no mailer, who may be the author 
of acts favoring capitalism and whatever the results 
of the acts, still. Catholic tea^rhing is unmistakable, 
and these persons and these acts do not change the 
nature of the Catholic religion which is unalterably

In last Wednesda,y's Modern 
Thinker, the subject of the Chris- 
tian Church's attitude to economic 
and political systems was enlarged 
upon by Mr. Choquette who was 
helpful' in outlining the new, pro- 
gressive policy ot certain sections 
of the Roman Catholic Church, in 
this regard. I, however, would like 
to lake the part ot the original 
contributors on this subject Mr. 
Choquette says. "The Church docs 
not favor capitalism: the Church is 
not (he Judge of what Is the proper 
economic system". I find myself 
heartily disaRrecing with both 
clauses of this statement. 

To deal with the latter first, I 
might point out that the divorce 
between secular and sacred, which 
Mr. Choquette endorses, is not a 
Vatican policy at all. If Rerum 
Novarum is read carefully, it will 
be seen that, as well as advocating 
enlightened free enterprise, it quite 
definitely, and in so many word.s, 
denounces socialism. There is too 
little space here in which to de- 
velop the theological reasons \(hy 
the Church must pronounce on 
economic matters, but suffice It to 
say that it Christians intend, as 
they say, lo claim all life for 
Christ, they must denounce an un- 
just economic system and be con- 
structive enough to suggest the 
remedy. 

As regards (he first elanse of 
Mr. Choquette^ statement, quoted 
above, the original thesis of Mr. 
GorinR and Mr. Howe was that the 
Roman Catholic Church never un- 
derwent the dialectical change of 
Ihe bourgeois revolution, but re- 
tained its feudalistic structure of 
the pre-reformation period. The 
essential political and economic 
fact ot the feudal ages was a dicta- 
torship of birth, a complete, top- 



down hierarchy of control. A com- 
parison between this and the well- 
known hierarchy ot the priesthood 
of the R.C. Church is too obvious 
to be glossed over. Fascism is the 
modem recurrence ot this phe- 
nomenon, and thus il becomes easy 
to see why today the strongholds 
of the R.C. Church are Spain, Ar- 
Rcntina and Quebec, The first two 
are, as everyone knows, openly 
fascist; while in the la.st-named wc 
have a very backward, feudalistic, 
and illiterate population in (he 
rural areas, contrasted with larRC 
concentrations ot wealth in the 
city, and a government whose close 
tie with Ihe R.C. Church is well 
known at the same time as it pur- 
sues an increasingly rigid anti-la- 
bour, pro-monopoly policy. (It is 
interesiiiiR to note that Quebec has 
one of the lowest iivcriiRc wagc- 
rnlcs in Canada, while nvrr .17 ot 
the 50 most influential men in Can- 
ada arc in Montre.-il. Also, from 
the high percentage of "illegal" 
strikes in Montreal over the last 
year, one is foreed to conclude th^t 
either Quebec labour is especially 
troublesome or the government Is 
anti-labour.) And lo conclude, il is 
slRnificant that the Vatican urges 
continual war aRainst the Com- 
munists, but ."^ays little against f.is- 
cists. It describes Communism as 
atheistic lotalllarlanlsm. Perhaps it 
should lake note thai, even if to- 
talitarian. Communism seeks a 
basic, dialectical, economic over- 
turn. 

Mr. Choquette did not object In 
the thesis that the Protestant 
Church is essentially liberal and 
bourgeois in nature. That il is 
middle cla.u is obvious; what is 
often forgotten, however, is that 
every reformist Church which 
started in Inbnr has either become 
respectable and middle-class or has

remained a small sect. Moreover, 
il Is significant that. Just as it 
lakes money lo be a successful 
politician, so it needs money to 
represent the Church. The tie-up, 
by John Foster Dulles, between the 
Protestant Church and monopoly 
capitalism, is common knowledge; 
especially when one considers that 
he interviewed Dc Gaulle just be- 
fore Christmas, on behalf of the 
U.S.A., and Is aLso Chairman of one 
of the commissions ot the Federal 
Council of Churches ot Christ in 
America, and vice-Chalrman of a j 
committee of the World Council of 
Churches. 

or course. It should be admitted 
that there arc progressive move- 
ments in both Protestant and 
Catholic Churches. I myself know 
ot many Roman Catholics who 
openly .say that socialism is the 
Christian solution for our present 
economic dL^order. Mr. Choquette, 
by his forward-looking article, in- 
dicates that his thinking has gone 
beyond the unqualified acceptance 
of capitalism. The R.C. youth 
movement in alt fields, and espe- 
cially in labor, shows much prom- 
ise. But it should be pointed out 
that even here there i.s much mud- 
dled thinking about the role of the 
communiât. The communist must 
bo seen as part of an historical 
movement that rebelled against the 
reactionary role the Church play- 
ed, and is still playing. As a secu- 
lar revolutionary group they were 
necessary to Incite the true revo- 
lutionary nature of the Church. 
The fight is not aR.iinst the com- 
munist for. in the absence of the 
necessity to fight reaction, he will 
lose much of his vigor. The task 
of the Christian is, in part, to help 
on this dialectical change and thus 
prepare the world for thé King- 
dom of God.
